Washington, July 19-— The adm in­ 
istration food control bill today ap­ 
proached final form in the senate. 
Making rapid progress 
under a

Democratic and Republican leaders 
to limit government control to food, 
feeds and fuel including 
kerosene 
and gasoline and to vest the adm in­ 
istrative authority in three salaried 
members instead of a single iridiv- 
idul.

Altho the action was tentativ e and 
will be subject to reconsideration be­ 
fore Saturday’s iinal vote on the bill,

he over for the time being.

morning as th ey did yesterday, troops 
being kept in readiness for any t r o u ­ 
ble that m ight arise. 
Infantry A rrives from Front. 
During th e night several com pan­ 
ies of infantry 
arrived 
from the 
front to assist in th e preservation of 
order. 
A detachm ent of Cossacks 
also reached Petrograd. 
Telegrams 
have been received by the ministers 
and councils of deputies from various 
parts of the country protesting a lurk 
of sympathy with 
the Maximalist 
movement and giving assurance of 
support to th e w o rk m en ’s and sol­ 
diers’ and p e a s a n ts ’ organization. On­ 
ly Kiev ap p e a rs to have reflected to 
a minor degree th e disturbances here.

T he chancellor declared th a t the 
w ar was forced upon unw illin g Ger­ 
m any by the Russian mobilization 
and that the su bmarine w a r was also 
forced upon Germany by G re a t Brit­ 
a i n ’s illegal blockade sta rv a tio n war. 
T h e faint hope t h a t A m eric a, at 
the head of the neutrals, would check 
Great Britain’s illegality was in vain.

When the war broke out Azef was 
in Germany and was interned, ac­ 
cording to rile report.

sick and was removed to a hospital 
a n d finally appealed to th e Russian 
prisoners of war com mittee for as­ 
sistance.

EFFORTS TO ENTERTAIN 
SOLDIERS NOT FAVORED 


Indianapolis 
Women 
Advised 
to 
“ I/eavo Them Alone"— \ o Objec­ 
tion to lyotter W riting if Misgive* 
Are Devoid of Sentimentality. 


Indianapolis, July 20.— Efforts of 
indianapolis women to provide enter­ 
tainm ent tor the 
stu d e n t officer- 
from West Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky 
and 
indiana, and soldiers at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, n e a r here, have- 
been given a more or less chilly re­ 
ception by the 
arm y 
officers in 
charge of the camp, and Brig. Gen. 
Edwin E. Glenn, in com m and of the 
l l , Ouo men at the 
F o rt in three 
words has told the women what to 
do. 
He said, “ Leave them alone." 
The advice wag given to the women 
at a meeting held to discuss what to 
do to entertain the candidates and 
soldiers, Gen. Glenn was invited to 
give suggestions. 
His advice was 
unexpected. 
Gen. Glenn also 
aas 
been conducting, for 
sometime a 
campaign to keep young women and 
girls without 
chaperons from the 
camp. 
Altho the efforts of th e e .*miuand- 
ing officers, along th a t line have met 
with some success, as y at no ways 
have been devised to keep women 
and girls from writing to the stud­ 
ent officers. 
Every day hundreds cf 
letters are eceived 
by 
the young 
men from women they never heard 
of before. 
Most of the letters are 
of the so-called rom antic type, but 
occasionally one of a different kind 
is received. 
The objection to letter writing to 
soldiers at the trainin g camps in the 
opinion of the com m anding officers, 
is confined to missives from emotion­ 
al sentimental women and girls and 
not all of the offenders against pro­ 
priety are young women. 
Little or no objection is made to 
clean wholesome letters devoid of 
sentimentality or reference to the 
personality of the writer and her 
wish to meet the soldier recipient 
of the letter. 
The young women writers evident­ 
ly do not know what th e men do 
with th e letters. 
One oi the favor­ 
ite pastimes of the candidates, and 
one which 
provides 
them much 
am usem ent, is reading the letters 
they consider especially “ soft’’ to 
th eir comrades, and com parin g them. 
Following are some of the types of 
letters: 
“ Dear Mr. --------: I saw your name 
in a newspaper and picked it out 
because I liked it. 
We girls in this 
town are so lonesome, and I do want 
to be a real friend with some fine, 
i»ig man who is a soldier. 
There 
a r e n ’t any soldiers here. 
I ain 123 
years old, five feet, four inches tall 
and a brunette, and my friends tell 
me I am, at least, not ugly. 
Are 
you married or engaged ' 
I am not. 
lf you are, or if you do not want 
to write to me, will you give this 
leter to some other m an ? 
I will 
send you my picture if you write 
to me. 
Yours hopefully, 


The letter was from a girl in a 
small Indiana town. 
All of the letters, however, are 
not from Indiana girls. 
Many come 
from far distant states. 
How the 
nam es of the studnets become known 
to the writers has been more or less 
a mystery. 
One letter received by one of the 
young men from an unknow n writer 
recently read, 
“ I 
love manly 
soldiers, I just 
think they are grand. 
But we don't 
see many here. 
Maybe sometime I 
could come to Fort Harrison on a 
Sunday, 
I’ve been told I look like 
Z (naming a well known mo­ 
tion picture star) and I ’ve got curls 
that come down around my should­ 
ers. 
Are you tall? 
I like either 
blondes or brunettes. 
Do you? 
I 
am blonde. 
“ I have a girl ch u m t h a t is writ­ 
ing to another f e l l o w

Flour dealers

have to carry in storage an am ount 
of flour proportionate to the cu r­ 
rent needs of their trade. 
House­ 
keepers on the farm and in the city 
should purchase flour in accordance 
with their needs only,

economy for the housekeeper to pur- j 
chase larger amounts of flour m a n 
can be used 
within a reasonable

for a large family; more often it i 
will 
be the 50-pound sack. 
Any 
storage of flour in excess of the con­
